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The Space Revolution nears its twentieth anniversary. The surge in 
public interest in the Revolution's progress and the concommitant sudden 
growth of organizations promoting the Revolution during the past five years 
color our thinking so that we frequently regard the Space Revolution's 
advocates as newly born. But organizations dedicated to the expansion of 
civilization off planet have been working for the cause since the 1920s. 

The list on the opposite page has 33 organizations on it, including 
ourselves, ranging from the mystical to political in their approaches to 
promoting the expansion of civilization off planet. This list is by no 
means complete and probably represents no more than 10% of the spacer/ 
futurian organizations active today around the world or United States. 
However, the groups on it comprise a well-rounded sample of currently 
active ones. The one area of exception is the industrial organizations 
(Boeing, Martin-Marietta, Rockwell International, TRW, and so on) but 
their distinctiveness warrants separate (and equal!) treatment. As we 
continue to build the Space Revolution, we will learn of other spacer 
groups who will thus provide material for an updated list. 

The organizations on the list can be classified into four sets: edu- 
cational, economic, philosophico-spirtual, and politcal. The educational 
set is the largest, having 23 members. These are the Aerial Phenomena 
Research Organization, American Astronautical Society, American Institute 
Of Aeronautics and Astronautics, British Interplanetary Society, Forum for 
the Advancement of Students in Science and Technology, International 
Committee for a New Planet, L-5 Society, Mutual UFO Network, National 
Investigations Committee on Aerial Phenomena, National Space Club, National 
Space Institute, New World Research Institute, New World's Research Foun- 
dation, Puget Sound Star Trekkers, Society of Free Space Colonizers, 

Space Exploration Establishment, S.T.A.R. Sacramento, Star Trek Welcommittee, 
UFO Research Committee, UFO Research Institute, Utah Space Association, 

World Future Society, and Palomar Amateur Astronomers. These various 

groups are non-profit and concentrate on tasks related to convincing the 
public that space, one way or another, is worthwhile. The focus may be 

on technology, space settlement, science, or artistic representation 

(not necessarily pictorial). The American Astronautical Society, the 
American Institute of Aeronautics and Astronautics, the British Inter- 
planetary Society, the L-5 Society, and National Space Institute are the 
most visible, active, or long-standing of this set. 

The set with the second largest number of member organizations is the 
philosophico-spiritual one. The International Society of Free Space 
Colonizers, the Network, the Phoenix Foundation, the Space Now Society, 
Speculative Anthropology Society, and United Futurist Association belong 
to this set. Groups of this kind have pedagogic characteristics but are 
more noted for their attention to the spirtual and philosophical possibil- 
ities of the future, what it means to the human psyche to expand off planet. 
These six groups also have tax-exempt status and date their origins jin this 
decade. None are nationally prominent but the Speculative Anthropology 
Society and the Network should be singled out for their vigor and potential. 

The economic set has only three members: Advanced Technology Research 
Associates, Earth/Space, and the Foundation Institute. Their particular 
interest is the free-enterprise aspect of space settlement, how to make 
money from the Space Revolution, primarily from the perspective of hardware. 
Groups in this set may or may not be tax-exempt. Special mention should 
be made of the Foundation Institute's effort to gather private capital for 
private space projects. Their progress is steady, if slow. 

There is one set left and it has one member. United For Our Expanded 
Space Programs is not especially old, particularly large, or notedly rich 
but it is the only spacer or futurian organization which has maintained 
tax-paying status expressly for the purpose of political action. In this 
fact lies our great strength and our claim to be the premier spacer group. ##

Dear Graham, 

I am saddened and dismayed by what I have experienced with you, and 
about you, over the last two days. At this time there are at least twelve 
people in Seattle and Vancouver who think you are crazy. Not just some space 
nut, but a negative energy, war-oriented nut who uses scare tactics and 
threats. ' 

I have read the correspondence between you and the Westercon 30 Committee 
and quite frankly I understand how they arrived at not wanting your program. 

I, personally, would never send correspondence so poorly edited, structured, 
and typed [!]. I would never send correspondence with the kind of attitude 
I found in your May 24, 1977 letter to Allyn Cadogan. (I will go over that 
correspondence point-by-point, and mail you an evaluation, at your request.) 
Your follow up letter to Ms. Cadogan is inexcusable, unless you want the 
Westercon Committee to think you are crazy. 

You have received some specific feedback about your communication style. 
That feedback is in two of the letters you showed me and Kit Canterbury 
gave you a lot of clear feedback and some workable ideas in changing your 
style of communication. What do you do with this feedback? 

I have seen you begin an organization that can be very important. U.F.0.- 
E.S.P. has accomplished a lot in contacting a lot of people and you have 
successfully organized at least one letter-writing campaign to President 
Carter concerning the funding for space development. That is a good begin- 
ning. You have a lot of knowledge that is useful to all of us, but going 
about it in your current style guarantees rejection. Rejection of your 
negative energy and your scare tactics. Rejection of your revolution and 
war talk. 

How will United For Our Expanded Space Programs benefit from all this 
negative communication? 

One of my suggestions is this: you take some direct action in giving 
yourself a new set of behaviors that allow you to express your love and 
excitement of U.F.0.E.S.P., what you can do with it, instead of your 
current behaviors. 

Another suggestion is that you remove yourself from the speaking and 
correspondence aspect of U.rF.Q.E.S.P. Replace yourself with someone who 
knows a great deal about diplomacy and can communicate on several levels. 

As far as what my involvement has been. You have misrepresented me on 
more than one occasion by saying, "Cynthia [Randall] is our most active 
member." 

When Ed Hutchings called from Westercon, he kept saying, “tell your 
group," “if your group." 

I am not your most active member. I have corresponded with U.F.0.E.S.P. 
consistently for a year or more. I have made repeated suggestions that you 
stop talking about war. At the most, I arranged this recent meeting 
(June 26) for you to meet a couple people to discuss CHRYSE-1 and U.F.0.E.S.P. 
(where you chose to spend most of the meeting acting obsessed). 

I cannot support your disruptive behavior. I will not contact more 
people or organizations for you. I will not arrange any meetings until I am 
satisfied that your personal behavior has moved to a more positive level. 

I am not withdrawing my support of U.F.0O.E.S.P. I believe very much in 
your organization and the work you want to accomplish. I agree that our 
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global moves towards space must be structured carefully to avoid creating 
another environment for war. 
I also believe that the task, in educating the masses, is great enough 
to require turning large numbers of people on, instead of off, to space. — 
You have a great deal to gain by learning to turn people on to 
United For Our Expanded Space Programs. You have also a great deal to lose 
if you continue to act as you have recently. 
I sincerely hope you change some things and move forward.

"Isn't this going a Little far?" the editor thinks the archetypal neader to be 
saying. "Be assurred,"” comes the editor's rnepky, "we haven't gone far enough." 

Your Letter, Cynthia, confuses the messenger with the news the messenger brings. 
Certainty my discussion of World War III is scary. Without question my explication of 
the course of the War is threatening. But the "scare tactics" and "threats" of my 
presentation are the facts or truths of the planetary conflict. 1 do not make the 
decisions to send troops to Angola; no one in U.F.O.E.S.P. has anything much to do with 
that. I do not implement the repressive policies of the Dergue in Ethiopia; the members 
of this organization have no voice in those affairs. I do not conceive the expansionist 
programs of the Tsnaeki government; Ufoespers have no influence in Jerusalem however 
Stnong their views on the Middle East. The War is neal and not a figment of my imagina- 
tion. However unsettling my presentation of the War, it is nothing compared to the 
tenon of the conflict's reality. Only the truth can make us free to struggle for our 
dreams completely; and the truth of World War III is frightening, depressing, threatening, 
and imminent. 

No matter how powerful an individual may be, an historical process dwarts the 
person. "And even the President of the United States/ Sometimes must have to stand/ Naked," 
Bob Dylan sang to the bombed-out sixties and his phrases today are punctuated with bombs 
hike dazzling exclamation marks. Everyone is responsible for the condition of the 
workd in part. Yet everyone's responsibility is Limited because each person's ability 
to change the world is finite. 

Still individuals can affect profoundly the evokution of events. But their 
abilities to influence this evolution positively (i.e., according to each ego's heirarchy 
Of priorities) are defined strictly by the accuracy of their knowledge about the events' 
content and relations to one another. To a Lesser degree the extent of their knowledge 
determines their individual capabilities of changing reality. The human brain is 
unique in it abihity, nay need, to analyze information and then to reach profound con- 
ckusions no matter how incomplete, colored, fragmentary, or inaccurate the information 
providing the structure and content of the profundity. But shortcomings in the data 
onky mean shortcomings in the conclusions drawn from them. 

The South-East Asian War is over and the memories of the Arab OL Embargo are dim, 
Lo these many years past. The American people, driven to distraction by Vietnam and 
enervated by Watergate, seek comfort in a strange mxture of withdrawal and bluster. 

The human-rights campaign is almost a shrill ery of "Don't tread on me!" while the 
attempts at sensible energy policy seem to Lead us ever farther into self-contained 
fantasy. 

What the United States of America desines is not, unfortunately, what the remainder 
of the workd,with few exceptions,covets. The militarization of the planet, an historical 
process beginning in the pre-World War II period, has spawned the historical process of 
World War III. World War III 4s a conflict s0 different from its twentieth-century 
predecessors that it is probably inaccurate to inckude it in the series of world wars. 

As individuals, we are appalled. As nations, we are trapped unless radical measures 
Antervene, on our power or someone else's, to wrench us Loose from disaster. 
There are as many reasons to fight as there are peopke to think up the rationales 
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of violence. Through thousands of years, the struggles for wealth, dominion, and power 
have had greater and Lesser amounts of violence. The peaks of viokence we note as wars 
on insurrections. The troughs we call peace or prosperity. The decision to wage war 
4s one of calcukation not rational thought. When times are good, you keep your peace; 
when times are bad, you go to war; and when times are extreme, you do what you dam 
well please. 

The voice and intellect grow weary with the recitation and cataloguing of the 
planetary violence of 1977 (on 1976 on 1978). Sixty-thousand soldiers blast and burn 
one another in the Ogaden; the King, Queen, and Prime Minister of Spain all narrowly 
escaped assassination just days ago; hundreds are shot or imprisoned, tens of thousands 
ane displaced in South Africa; rebellion rules 90% of Eritrea; Cuba strengthens 1ts 
garrison in Angola by adding 5,000 troops in recent weeks; the Israelis speed their 
Anconponation of the West Bank and the million people who Live there into the Israeke 
nation; and the War drags on. 

The personak requirement placed on the individual by World War III is "Adapt or 
die." Evolution makes the same requirement in more general form but the militarization 
04 the pkanet gives an immediacy of application overshadowing the evolutionary importance 
of the requirement. Our behavior should be in harmony with the War if we are to survive 
the CokLapse. Our behavior then must have invariably sharp or hot definition. But 
harmony does not mean congruency. 1 behavior takes the character of the War [i.e., 
4s congruent with warlike behavior), the organism is makadapted. We must all change 
our "behavionial styles" in order to Live through the Nuclear Age. These changes will 
not come about by people t g otners Ww to do on by giving pronoucements on what 
is proper behavior. A person changes his self or her self, not some third party's ego. 
There is entinely too much "telling others w to do" in this wonkd without spacers 
contributing to the chaos such an approach brings. Change yourself, Cynthia; only J.G. 
Maughan can change me. 

Each of us Struggles with the talents and Limitations we have. With respect to 
United For Our Expanded Space Programs, our personal struggles with self-improvement 
take place within the framework of the organization. Ads President of U.F.0.E.S.P., I 
am nesponsible for the smooth on ragged running of the organization. This responsibility 
45 compkete but my instruments of authority ane few. I cannot offer salaries of any 
meaningful sort to people to help me build the Space Revokution because we are too poor. 
T can only hire or fire on my own those who fall into the Assistant President category 
(currently three people). I cannot have anyone arrested on fined who doesn't co-operate 
with me or is doing their nevolutionary work badey. I have no prestige. I have no 
politicak patronage. TI cannot even repkace mysel{ because my successor will be chosen 
by the active membership of the organization. 

Mone importantky, no one else wikl do the work I am doing now. Those who are in 
the Leadership of U.F.O.E.S.P., both on and off the Board, get there many ways. But 
akk of them exercise their Leadership abilities primarily through the work they do 
building U.F.O.E.S.P. and the Space Revolution. I cannot delegate anyone to take over 
my tasks. Ads you must know, Cynthia, the pages of Morale Booster have frequent and 
numerous appeals for art, articles, money, delegation members, communication, contacts 
and dozens of other resources. Who responds? Very few. How do they respond? By workin 
for U.F.O.E.S.P., not passing judgement on it. I am President because the Charter Members 
chose me to fikl the position and, since then, I have WORKED as President by giving 
Speeches, handling the correspondence, creating 70% of MB, writing half of the ads, etc. 
Tf you think you can do better, then you should run for President in the next election.

Dear Graham, 

Robert [Lovell] wanted to know what I thought U.F.0.E.S.P. should do, 
especially after the next influx of members. He presented me with three 
options: education, backing candidates of the established parties, or backing 
ones of our own. My views. . .tend to be long-range [in perspective]. 

The membership needs to be educated, first, to the techniques of 
political pressure groups. We need to know to whom to write, what to write, 
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where to write, and what else we can do besides writing. Concurrent with 
this effort, we need to educate the people we write. Let L-5 or NSI or 
someone similar educate the public as to the spacer potentials; we need 
to educate Congress. Congress has the pursestrings, not the public. 

Along with this, we need to expand membership and organize our 
fellow spacers in a political coalition. Find them, organize them, educate 
them. Then let them educate Congress. 

A "Dirty Dozen" list of Congresspersons and others, who are anti-space, 
needs to be gotten together, as well as an “Angelic Dozen" of the twelve 
most pro-spacers. Write both; praise the latter, damn the former. 

CHRYSE-1, of course, is a turning point. It is there that the main 
work of forging the Space Coalition should take place. A goal for CHRYSE-2 
in 1978, however, should be to endorse a slate of Congresspeople as pro-space. 
I do NOT mean run a person; I do mean endorse some people who may be 
running if they are pro-space (Olin Teague, for example). Let the news 
media know about this, of course. 

We need to write Aviation Week and Space Technology, Science News, 
and so on in an effort to be printed in thei? letter columns. Also Time 
and Newsweek. Congresspeople read Time or Newsweek; potential spacers read 
Aviation Week. 

nd in 1980, at CHRYSE-4, we should take an even more active role 
than -in 1978 in the elections, though how I do not know.

Supporting candidates of the established political parties is a first step 
towards spacers’ hokding political office themselves. It is onty an interim step because 
alliances with the Democrats, Republicans, or Sociakist Workers fragments spacers’ influ- 
ence, hinders their forming political bonds with their natural allies (radical ecologists, 
human rights activists, co-operative captialists, and solar power advocates), and saddles 
Spacers with maladaptive social and political philosophies. Since "the whole point" of 
the Space Revolution is nevokution of human society (and consequently, species) towards 
tolerance, co-operation, improved programming of the biocomputer, and mlitant pacifism, 
we must make even preliminary alliances with caution.

How 
does he feel about the weapons industry, particularly, overseas sales? When did he 
first oppose the Vietnam War? Essentially we must ask, 14 this person a militarist? 

If he 45, we must not onky refuse alliance with him, we must oppose him inplacably 
NO MATTER HOW GREAT HIS SUPPORT OF THE SPACE PROGRAM. 

Tt is a wicked world (not Universe) in which we Live; and compromise or corruption is 
Anevitable. Our abliances cannot be pure; but we can minimize their pollution. If 
spacers ane to take command of the Space Revolution, they must recognize that expansion 
off planet means something quite different than more of the same Terran bullshit or it 
means nothing at all and we are better off with its farikure than its success.

Insurance for the Next War

If you have tried to get insurance against war damage you will know that it's 
impossible. Modern nuclear war damage consists first of damage by explosions, and 
second,damage as a result of the poisonous effect of the gases in the atmosphere 
which the explosions create. These are high in radioactive poisons and create a 
poisonous atmosphere for several hundred thousand years. 


The Cooperators have devised a new plan which will furnish insurance to the 
whole world. It starts with our new President. Perhaps you were surprised that in 
the recent presidential campaign hardly a word was said about the necessity of such 
insurance, 


Our President can remedy this oversight, by seeing that the following steps 
(which wére first published in October, 1976) or their equivalent are carried out: 


I. The President as commander-in-chief, will order the destruction of two (2) 
percent of the nuclear weapons of the United States. This act will have been 
preliminarily well advertised around the world and carried out with great publicity. 


II. The President will then ask the nations which possess nuclear armaments 
to do two things: 

A. To destroy likewise two percent of their nuclear weapons.

The control it is authorized to 
exert will empower it to prohibit all trade with any nation by force if necessary, 
until it agrees to comply with the Federation's judgment. The military force of the 
nations comprising the World Federation will always be available in emergencies. 


V. A World Court will be formed as part of the World Federation to decide any 
disputes pertaining to war and peace between nations which cannot be mutually agreed 


upon, 
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VI. The World Federation will retain its power for at least 100 years, at 
which time the question as to the further need of its continuance may again be 
decided, END OF PROPOSED WORLD FEDERATION AGREEMENT 


While the above pertains to nuclear weapons, this undoubtedly will have to be 
changed to include old-fashioned weapons, If a war should be permitted between 
two nations with old-fashioned weapons, it undoubtedly will soon change to a war 
with nuclear weapons. 


The Cooperators believe that the treatment of this whole subject by the 
United States and Russia has been indecent. Indecency may not be the correct term 
but we now use it to describe the conduct of the United States and Russia ever 
since the end of World War II. 


If they were the only two nations, and the majority of each was willing to 
commit suicide, they would perhaps have a right to do so. But we must remember 
however, that babies, youths and adults opposed to war have not had a chance to 
vote on this question, 


All of these rights have been ignored completely by our elected officials 
and the Pentagon, and their duplicates in Russia. Such a disregard of human 
rights should have a special name, That is what we mean by indecency.

CHRYSE West served mostly as preparation for the foo lw cccccccecscecceagtvenceces 


Eastern Session soon to begin. As the convocation's evolution twists and turns in its de- 
velopment, the value of this preparation becomes more readily apparent, in aes thetic 
and resourceful senses of "value." Last installment (and issue), CHRYSE East had evolved 
to the point where relations between the Suncon concom and the Executive Committee of 
CHRYSE were distant and co-operation invisible at best. The Executive Committee had 
decided to hold all sessions of CHRYSE East in the suite U.F.0.E.S.P. had reserved at 

the Hotel Fountainebleau and was hoping to share its cost with the Iguanacon concom 

(1978 World Science-Fiction Convention in Phoenix). The best way to tell of the change 

in plans is to quote from a report sent to Field Headquarters in California by Robert 
Lovell; 


I mailed another [report] today with several enclosures, 
including more huckster room information, copy of the latest 
L-5 News's articles about space lobbying. . .. Ben Bova will be 
available for a talk in our suite on War In Space or War Or Space or 
whatever. 

Important news: I just got off the phone with Don Lundry 
and everything is cool. I also talked to Joe Siclari, programming 
chairman, with some happy results. 

More important news! [Graham Maughan] and I will be ona 
space colonization panel with Joe Haldeman and Mack Reynolds. 
[Maughan] will represent the planetary point of view. . .while I 
will act as "moderator." This panel, tentatively titled "Space 
Colonization: How? Where?," is scheduled for Saturday at 4:00 P.M. 
in the West Ballroom (capacity--1,000 or less). We will get to- 
gether earlier to work out the format of the discussion. It will 
last for about an hour. 

"Century 21," the slide show, is going on at 1:00 P.M. on Sunday. 
The only scheduled competition to "Century 21" is the art auction. 
There will be nothing scheduled opposite the space colonization panel. 

With those two parts of CHRYSE East out of the way, we can have 
the War Or Space part anywhere or anytime we want, depending only on 
Ben Bova's schedule. 

. . «LThose] on the panel discussion. . .must register at the 
Courtesy Desk for special guest badges. I will be allowed to place 
posters for U.F.0.E.S.P. or CHRYSE on any one of several bulletin 
boards. 

We are in. . .! Understanding and peaceful co-operation will 
always find a way. 


Our goals from the first were somewhat modest: a modest-sized room for an hour 
per day for three days to use for the open-panel discussions. This plan had shrunk 
only recently to private meetings in the organizational suite. Now CHRYSE East has 
gone "nova with Bova," according to one of the members of the Executive Commitee, and 
most of the programming we had in mind has become part of the formal program of the 
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35th World Science-Fiction Convention. 


The work of CHRYSE West continues. The workshop of the session in Vancouver 
developed the idea of forging links with the natural political allies of the Space 
Revolution. Because of the immediacy of World War III, because of the great pacific 
power of the Space Revolution, and because of the demonstrated depth of the anti-nuclear- 
power activists, the participants concluded first efforts should be directed towards 
the nuclear link in the chain of alliance. The Isla Vista March Against the Neutron Bomb 
was the first achievement of the CHRYSE West workshop. Quite by chance, August 6 was 
chosen for the day of the March. The local newspapers and radio stations learned of 
the event a week or so beforehand from Linda Strickler. The Santa Barbara News-Press 
ran a short article about the March on August 3. Graham Maughan posted flyers 
announcing the March Against the Neutron Bomb up and down Isla Vista and sent many 
with notes to personal and professional acquaintances. Shortly before August 6, the 
co-ordinators of the March thought up a petition called "No to the Neutron Bomb." 

With persistence, a speaker associated with the La Leche League, Debbie Navari, agreed 
to give a short talk at the rally after the March in Madrid Park. 

Hopes were high the day of the event but a sombre mood prevailed. The time to 
gather at the appointed place came and immediately the marchers realized they were soon 
to engage in an intimate protest. The day was clear, a firm breeze blew from the 
Pacific Ocean, and the air cooled towards evening. Time to go and off they set, 
thirteen adults, six children, and three dogs. 

The march route was two-and-one-half long blocks parallel to the ocean and a couple 
short blocks into town. The marchers chatted, sporadically yelled outrage and encour- 
agement to idle bystanders, and contemplated the philosophy of the situation, having 
decided on a restrained experience in keeping with the day. By the time the marchers 
reached Madrid Park a couple people had joined them as they had walked past. Linda 
Strickler acted as Mistress of Ceremonies and introduced the first speaker, Graham 
Maughan, with a little talk on why those in the Park had bothered to protest. Mr. 
Maughan gave a rousing, although rambling, speech detailing the facts and fancies of 
World War III and discussing the danger to America of the neutron bomb. He closed 
with the plea and admonition to go home and work in the individual community against 
the slaughter the national leadership lead us to. Ms. Strickler then introduced 
Debbie Navari with a few remarks on the immediacy of the planetary conflict and how 
we had no choice but to fight it or perish. Ms. Navari talked eloquently of the 
absurdity of bringing new life into a world of nuclear madness. She said that the 
species could not simply roll over and die and so people have children and must 
confront the nuclear world into which those children, are born. She emphasized the 
idea that the random citizen, alone or in groups, is not helpless and beseeched those 
present to continue the struggle past the glorious moments of the March. Her speech 
ended with the suggestion that we generate a letter campaign to Carter against the 
production and deployment of the neutron bomb before his October deadline to recon- 
sider the issue. 

The Mistress of Ceremonies closed the formal speeches with brief remarks on the 
beauty of children and tiie Universe. Ms. Strickler said that the neutron bomb was only 
the latest expression of the forces of war rending the planet. Saying time is running 
out for all of us, she opened the rally to speakers from the audience (by this time 
it had grown to twenty adults and another dog or two heyond the starting number). 

First Martin Kellogg addressed the crowd and he began with telling them of the warheads 
aimed at the Isla Vista area. He spoke of the need for civil defense and urged all 

to begin work on community plans to cope with nuclear war in. the neighborhood. Morris 
Friedell followed with a personal perspective on the crisis to hand. 

The speeches endedwith the first supper against the neutron bomb closed. Everyone 
was given a petition while addresses were exchanged. Some of the people were going 
to demonstrate at Diablo Canyon the next day, August 7, and hopes for the turnout there 
were bandied about. The President and the Treasurer of U.F.0.E.S.P. surveyed the rem- 
nants of the demonstration and felt invigorated for the coming day. ***
